Delivered  at  Commencement  Exercises 

Woman's  College,  Greensboro,  May  31,  1948,  10:30  a,  m. 


It  is  a  distinct  pleasure  to  be  on 
the  campus  of  the  first  state-support- 
ed institution  for  the  higher  educa- 
tion of  women  in  North  Carohna  and 
to  participate  with  you  in  the  56th 
annual  commencement  of  this  college. 
Since  what  is  now  the  Woman's 
College  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  opened  its  doors  on  October 
5,  1892,  thousands  of  fine  young 
women  have  been  attracted  here  to  be 
assisted  in  their  natural  evolvement 
into  useful  women  and  helpful  citi- 
zens. 

In  the  lives  of  women  there  seems 
to  be  nothing  strange  about  an  evolu- 
tion in  names,  and  so  it  is  —  perhaps 
—  only  natural  that  your  college  has 
in  the  last  half  century  been  known 
as  State  Normal  and  Industrial  Col- 
lege, North  Carohna  College  for 
Women,  and  finally  the  Woman's  Col- 
lege of  the  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina. 

But  while  name  changes  have  taken 
place,  this  institution  has  not  deviated 
from  the  dreams  and  high  purposes  of 
Mclver,  Aycock,  Alderman,  Joyner 
and  those  illustrious  educators  who 
followed.  Here  through  the  years 
have  come  women  from  our  state  and 
from  many  other  states  to  acquire 
their  education  at  one  of  America's 
most  distinguished  liberal  arts  colleges. 
I  am  still  not  so  far  removed  from 
my  own  student  days  that  I  do  not 
enjoy  my  association  with  men  and 
women  on  the  college  campus.  I  am 
less  removed  in  interest  than  in  years 
from  what  has  been  your  way  of  life. 
I  still  regard  the  college  atmosphere 
as  the  source  of  our  strongest  foun- 
tain of  ideas,  and  I  like  to  return  to 
that  atmosphere  as  often  as  possible. 
When  I  see  the  hundreds  of  young 
graduates  of  North  Carolina's  educa- 
tional institutions  receiving  their  di- 
plomas —  and  I  do  see  hundreds  dur- 
ing this  season  —  I  like  to  remember 
the  tremendous  achievements  North 
Carolina  has  made  in  the  field  of  edu- 
cation.   I  like  to  recall  that  once  we 


were  labeled  the  "Rip  Van  Winkle" 
state  among  our  sister  common- 
wealths. That  was  little  more  than 
one  half  a  century  ago.  Our  people 
had  not  been  fired  with  the  inspira- 
tion of  North  Carolina's  remarkable 
education  leaders  who  pointed  the 
way  toward  all  the  remarkable  prog- 
ress our  school  systems  have  achieved 
during  the  last  half  century. 

We  have  seen  North  Carolina  rise 
out  of  slothfulness,  irresponsibility  and 
backwardness  to  demand  enlighten- 
ment for  her  youth.  From  the  small 
minority  of  our  citizens  who  believed 
in  universal  education  even  half  a 
century  ago,  we  have  seen  the  word 
disseminated  through  our  masses  of 
population  until  now  the  hopes  and 
dreams  of  yesterday's  leaders  are  the 
realities  of  today.  That  is  as  it  should 
be. 

I  would  have  you  remember  on  this 
day  that  all  great  crusades  in  the  af- 
fairs of  men  originate  in  the  minds  of 
a  minority  —  of  one  man  or  several 
men  —  who  dream  a  dream  and  who 
fight  to  make  it  come  true. 

Perhaps  you  have  been  introduced 
in  your  studies  to  Dr.  Arnold  J. 
Toynbee,  the  distinguished  British 
historian,  whose  creditable  work,  "A 
Study  of  History,"  was  published  in 
abridged  form  recently. 

Dr.  Toynbee  traces  the  rise  and  fall 
of  civilization,  and  he  finds  a  pattern 
in  their  birth,  in  their  flowering  and 
in  their  decay.  This  pattern  reveals 
that  all  great  forward  movements  first 
originate  in  the  minds  of  the  few.  This 
minority  usually  finds  opposition 
among  most  of  the  people  who  hesitate 
to  "break  the  cakes  of  custom." 

But  through  the  process  of  educa- 
tion —  through  the  spreading  of  ideas 
—  the  great  masses  of  the  people 
come  to  sanction  growth  and  change. 
Thus  have  our  ancestors  moved  from 
the  dark  caves  of  prehistoric  times  in- 
to the  enlightenment  of  our  own  20th 
century  world. 

Dr.  Toynbee  has  few  illusions  about 
the  thousands  of  times  man  has  failed 


in  attempts  to  pull  himself  out  of  the 
darkness.  But  he  has  found  a  sort  of 
pattern  which  shows  that  only  those 
groups  of  people  who  have  been  con- 
stantly faced  with  challenging  situa- 
tions have  survived.  Those  civiliza- 
tions which  feel  they  have  solved 
most  of  their  problems  are  the  very 
ones  which  rot  and  wither  away. 
Often  they  are  lured  into  a  sleep  of 
false  security  by  the  comforts  and 
luxury  of  their  way  of  life,  and  they 
lose  their  vitality  and  will  to  work, 
which  makes  them  easy  prey  to  the 
barbarian. 

If  there  is  only  one  thought  I 
might  leave  with  you  today,  it  is  this: 
Do  not  feel  that  because  you  see 
darkness  on  the  horizons  of  the  world 
that  all  is  lost  and  you  must  fhng 
your  life  away  in  useless  dissipation, 
in  the  philosophy  of  "Eat,  drink  and 
be  merry,  for  tomorrow  we  die." 

That  sentiment  does  prevail  among 
some  groups  of  our  population  when 
they  envision  the  perils  of  the  fissued 
atom  and  the  prospect  of  a  war  even 
more  stupendous  and  tragic  than  the 
last. 

I  have  a  young  college  friend  who 
expressed  that  thought  to  me  recent- 
ly. "Why  should  we  worry  about  get- 
ting an  education  or  starting  out  in 
business  life  when  we'll  all  be  fight- 
mg  another  war  in  several  years?"  he 
asked  me. 

I  would  be  the  last  person  to  as- 
sert that  the  rising  generation  has  any 
overwhelming  reasons  to  be  more 
hopeful  about  the  future  than  the  two 
generations  which  have  preceded  it. 
We  have  emerged  from  two  world 
wars  —  the  second  more  horrible  than 
the  first  —  with  little  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  the  human  race  makes 
much  progress  toward  wiping  out  the 
self-mutilation  of  war. 

And  yet  —  as  Dr.  Toynbee  so  mag- 
nificently perceives  —  it  is  through 
the  very  laying  down  of  such  mighty 
challenges  that  civihzation  finds  the 
vitality  to  fight.  Each  challenge  pro- 
duces its  own  response  —  or  each  ac- 
tion its  counteraction,  as  you  have 
learned  in  science. 

I  would  pause  here  a  moment  to 
bring  you  a  quotation  from  Dr.  Tovn- 
bee's  book  which  illustrates  what  I 
inean. 

"Ages  ago"  - —  and  I  quote  now 
from  "A  Study  of  History"  —  "a 
hand  of  naked,  houseless,  fireless  sav- 
ages started  from  their  warm  home 
in  the  torrid  zone  and  pushed  steadily 
northward     from     the     beginning     of

spring  to  the  end  of  summer.  They 
never  guessed  that  they  had  left  the 
land  of  constant  warmth  until  in 
September,  they  began  to  feel  an  un- 
comfortable chill  at  night.  Day  by 
day  it  grew  worse.  Not  knowing  its 
cause,  they  traveled  this  way  or  that 
to  escape.  Some  went  southward,  but 
only  a  handful  returned  to  their  for- 
mer home.  There  they  resumed  the 
old  life,  and  their  descendants  are  un- 
tutored savages  to  this  day.  Of  those 
who  wandered  in  other  directions,  all 
perished  except  one  small  band.  Find- 
mg  that  they  could  not  escape  the 
nipping  air,  the  members  of  this  band 
used  the  loftiest  of  human  faculties, 
the  power  of  conscious  invention. 
Some  tried  to  find  shelter  by  digging 
in  the  ground,  some  gathered  branches 
and  leaves  to  make  huts  and  warm 
beds,  and  some  wrapped  themselves  in 
the  skins  of  the  beasts  that  they  had 
slain.  Soon  these  savages  had  taken 
some  of  the  greatest  steps  toward 
civilization.  The  naked  were  clothed; 
the  houseless  sheltered;  the  improvi- 
dent learned  to  dry  meat  and  store  it, 
with  nuts,  for  the  winter;  and  at  last 
the  art  of  preparing  fire  was  discov- 
ered as  a  means  of  keeping  warm. 
Thus  they  subsisted  where  at  first 
they  thought  that  they  were  doomed. 
And  in  the  process  of  adjusting  them- 
selves to  a  hard  environment  they 
advanced  by  enormous  strides,  leav- 
ing the  tropical  part  of  mankind  far 
in  the  rear." 

I  bring  you  this  story  primarily  to 
emphasize  my  point  that  the  darkest 
time  of  trouble  often  precedes  the 
brightest  morning.  The  most  intense 
struggle  often  brings  the  sweetest  vic- 
tory. A  classical  scholar  has  said  it 
in  these  words:  "If  Necessity  Be  the 
Mother  of  Invention,  then  the  other 
parent  is  Obstinancy." 

I  would  have  you  remember  this  as 
you  survey  the  confusion  of  the  world 
you  are  about  to  enter,  the  indecision 
and  the  evidences  of  poor  judgment.  I 
would  have  you  remember  that  as  an 
educated  citizen  of  the  most  prosper- 
ous and  powerful  nation  in  the  world, 
you,  perhaps,  have  more  opportunity 
for  worthy  service  than  any  of  your 
fellow  human  beings  anywhere  on  the 
globe. 

All  of  us  in  the  United  States  have 
the  responsibility  that  comes  with  the 
power  of  freedom.  Our  decisions  will 
largely  shape  the  affairs  of  mankind 
for  many  generations.  I  do  not  have 
to  remind  you  that  this  is  no  menial 
challenge. 


And  in  this  connection  it  has  often 
occurred  to  me  that  a  civilization  like 
ours  which  has  produced  so  many 
magnificent  mechanical  and  technical 
achievements  also  must  have  the  re- 
sources to  arrive  at  some  solution  to 
our  intricate  problems  of  human  re- 
lations —  for  they,  indeed,  are  our 
real  problems.  Man  has  successfully 
probed  at  the  secrets  of  land,  sea  and 
air,  but  he  has  not  learned  the  secret 
of  living  in  harmony  among  his  fel- 
lowmen. 

I  believe  this  is  the  great  challenge 
of  our  times  —  one  that  you  as  citi- 
zens emerging  into  your  majority  must 
meet  and  ponder. 

I  repeat  that  this  is  especially  true 
of  you  —  as  an  educated  minority,  a 
group  whose  members  will  be  looked 
on  as  leaders  in  your  respective  com- 
munities. You  have  been  blessed  with 
enlightment  of  education.  You  must 
show  the  wisdom,  the  tolerance,  the 
courage  and  the  breadth  of  vision 
which  will  serve  as  something  of  a 
signal   light   for  your   associates. 

Perhaps  there  is  a  graduating  senior 
here  this  morning  who  will  make  some 
significant  contribution  to  this  stir- 
ring issue  of  our  time.  Dr.  Toynbee 
would  urge  you  to  stand  firm  in  your 
beliefs  even  in  the  face  of  great  oppo- 
sition. Harking  back  to  all  the  great 
leaders  of  our  recorded  history,  he 
would  remind  you  that  the  courageous 
and  worthy  leaders  must  always  show 
the  way. 

And  that  way  is  seldom  the  easy 
way. 

At  Hatteras,  on  our  own  windswept 
coast,  there  was  erected  many  years 
ago  a  lighthouse.  In  its  day,  it  was  a 
beacon  of  safety.  However,  in  time, 
it  had  to  be  abandoned  because  the 
thundering  surf  had  eaten  into  the 
sand  until  it  had  endangered  the  struc- 
ture supporting  the  light.  And  so  it 
was  thought  wise  to  build  a  new  light- 
house further  inland.  The  old  light- 
house was  not  destroyed,  but  its  light 
was  put  out.  It  was  preserved  as  an 
historic  monument.  Only  a  short  dis- 
tance away,  a  new  structure  now 
stands  which  holds  aloft  the  only  light 
permitted  to  shine  at  that  point.  The 
old  surveys  may  have  a  sentimental 
value,  but  they  are  no  longer  of  prac- 
tical use.  In  fact,  in  view  of  changed 
conditions,  the  old  surveys  would  be  a 
hindrance  rather  than  help,  and  the 
old  light  might  lead  to  danger  rather 
than  to  safety. 

Thus  the  body  of  your  knowledge 
—  as  leaders  —  must  be  kept  up  to 
date  by  new  surveys,  and  the  process 


of  education  )'ou  have  begun  here 
must  be  a  continuing  experience. 

From  time  to  time,  old  points  of 
reference  must  be  abandoned  as  they 
become   untenable. 

I  would  remind  you,  in  closing,  that 
we  North  Carolinians  are  in  that  re- 
gion of  the  Old  South  where  human 
slavery  made  its  last  stand  in  a  mod- 
ern world  and  where  industrialism 
made  a  fresh  beginning  in  virgin  soil. 
We  of  the  South  have  learned  our  les- 
sons in  tragedies.  We  must  prepare 
to  seize  our  opportunities  to  develop 
nobler  human  attitudes  than  have 
ever  characterized  the  history  of  our 
predecessors. 

I  hope  that  many  of  you  here  this 
morning  will  remain  with  us  in  North 
Carolina.  I  hope  that 'you  will  lend 
this  Commonwealth  your  talents  and 
that  you  will  grow  and  develop  with 
us,  taking  strength  from  the  strong 
tide  of  progress  that  pervades  our  re- 
gion. 

I  hope  you  will  use  your  mental 
and  physical  faculties  —  cultivated 
by  this  great  institution  —  to  forward 
the  welfare  of  North  Carolina,  the 
United  States  and  the  world. 

I  hope  —  in  short  —  that  you  will 
successfully  meet  the  stirring  chal- 
lenges of  your  time.

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Commencement  1948 

In  a  little  while,  you  will  receive 
your  diplomas  and  be  gone.  In  these 
last  minutes  when  the  ties  of  class 
and  the  sense  of  place  are  about  to 
give  way  for  many  of  you  to  the  pull 
of  the  gas  engine,  let  us  think  to- 
gether as  you  sit  together  for  the  last 
time.  What  are  the  thoughts  that 
come   to   us   now? 

We  of  the  faculty  remember  again 
that  you  werfr  the  seniors  and  leaders 
of  the  student  body  in  this  dark  year 
in  the  history  of  the  world.  You 
have  stood  four  square  to  all  the  winds 
that  blow,  ready  for  whatever  call  of 
duty  and  service  may  come  in  behalf 
of  that  freedom  and  democracy  for 
which  your  nation  and  your  Univer- 
sity stand. 

I  take  it,  you  are  mindful  of  your 
mother  and  father  who  denied  them- 
selves that  you  might  stay  here;  of 
an  older  brother  or  sister  who  stood 
aside  that  you  might  pass  up  these 
aisles  of  your  triumph  this  morning; 
of  a  teacher  here  and  there  along  the 
way  who  cheered  you  on;  of  your  pro- 
fessors who  gave  up  larger  salaries  to 
teach  you  here;  of  the  people  of  North 


Carolina  who  for  over  fifty  years,  and 
often  out  of  their  poverty,  have  build- 
ed  here  this  College  of  the  people.  In 
the  quiet  dedication  of  this  hour,  you 
remember   and   you    are   grateful. 

You  are  also  mindful  of  the  free- 
dom of  this  place  which  put  upon  you 
the  moral  responsibiUty  to  develop  in 
your  own  way  the  most  and  best  that 
is  in  you.  In  the  free  air  of  this 
place  you  have  learned  that  what  you 
do  is  more  important  than  what  you 
say,  and  what  you  are  is  more  signifi- 
cant than  what  you  do;  that  person- 
ality is  paramount  to  all  mechanisms; 
that  the  pecuniary  interest  should  be 
subordinate  to  the  industrial,  and  the 
industrial  subordinate  to  the  human 
and  spiritual;  that  there  is  a  moral 
process  in  the  evolution  of  human 
personality  which  cannot  be  defied 
and  there  is  a  spiritual  presence  about 
every  human  being  which  cannot  be 
denied  without  damage  to  one's  own 
personality;  that  the  greatest  teaching 
of  Jesus  is  the  spiritual  worth  of 
every  human  being.  You  are  mindful 
of  and  you  will  stand  by  the  intel- 
lectual   independence,    the    moral    au- 


tonomy, and  the  spiritual  power  in 
this   democratic   College. 

But  this  freedom  of  the  College 
should  not  be  mistaken  for  approval 
of  those  who  are  merely  sophisticated 
or  who  superficially  exploit  either  the 
passing  currents  of  great  human  causes 
or  who  fundamentally,  debase  the  deep 
human  passions  or  poison  the  springs 
from  which  flow  the  waters  of  life. 
Such  an  abuse  of  freedom  has  the 
scorn  of  scholars  whose  intellectual  in- 
tegrity and  wholesome  hfe  are  a 
source  of  freedom.  True  freedom  of 
self  expression  leads  neither  to  self- 
exploitation  nor  to  self-deterioration, 
but  leads  rather  to  the  self-realization 
of  the  whole  personality  for  the  good 
life.  No  abuse  of  freedom  should  cause 
us  to  strike  down  freedom  of  assem- 
bly, speech  and  publication  which  are 
the  fresh  resources  of  free  religion  and 
a  free  state. 

This  is  the  essence  of  Americanism. 
Grown  on  this  soil,  Americanism  is 
not  a  frail  plant  that  must  be  falsely 
protected  with  intolerance  or  terror- 
ism by  those  without  faith  in  the 
depth  of  its  rootage  or  the  robustness 
of  its  timber.  Its  roots  are  deep  in 
the  teachings  of  our  religion,  the  tra- 
ditions of  our  country,  and  the  ideals 
of  our  University.  Jesus  said,  "Know 
the  truth  and  the  truth  shall  make 
you  free."  He  met  fallacy  with  un- 
derstanding and  hate  with  His  great 
love.     The    wise    Gamaliel    sought    to 
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calm  his  fearful-minded  colleagues  in 
the  Sanhedrin  who  feared  the  subver- 
sive power  of  new  and  fervent  agita- 
tors, in  these  wise  and  reassuring 
words,  "If  this  counsel  or  this  work 
be  of  men,  it  will  come  to  naught,  but 
if  it  be  of  God,  you  cannot  overthrow 
it."  John  Milton,  in  the  midst  of  a 
bitter  public  controversy  over  the 
threatened  suppression  of  free  speech 
and  free  opinion,  said,  "Give  me  the 
liberty  to  know,  to  utter  and  argue 
freely  according  to  conscience  above 
all  liberties."  Thomas  Jefferson  said, 
"Truth  is  the  proper  and  sufficient  an- 
tagonist to  error  and  has  nothing  to 
fear  from  the  conflict." 

The  heroic  souls  who  have  fought 
and  even  given  their  lives  for  the  free- 
dom of  the  human  mind  made  no  res- 
ervation against  the  free  conscience 
of  those  whose  ideas  might  be  hateful 
to  them.  In  the  cause  of  freedom  of 
opinion  and  freedom  of  assemblv, 
spiritual  heroism  shines  out  all  along 
the  way  of  the  human  pilgrimage. 
The  cross,  the  stake,  the  Bastille,  the 
Carlsbad  decrees,  demolished  presses 
and  all  other  symbols  of  repression  but 
emphasize  the  unconquerable  aspira- 
tion of  the  human  spirit  for  a  freer 
and  better  world.  Idealism  does  not 
cringe  before  power.  Repression  is  the 
way  of  frightened  power,  freedom  is 
the  way  of  enlightened  faith.  History 
teaches  beyond  the  denial  of  bigotry  or 
the  sneer  of  cynicism  that  the  an- 
swer to  a  difference  of  opinion  is  not 
denunciation,  is  not  a  concentration 
camp,  is  not  the  Mundt-Nixon  Bill 
now  pending  in  the  Senate,  or  any  new 
form  of  the  long  discredited  Alien  and 
Sedition  Laws;  the  answer  to  error  is 
not  terror,  but,  the  cleansing  power 
of  light  and  liberty  under  the  Bill  of 
Rights  and  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States. 

To  be  truly  American  in  the  great 
American  tradition  is  sometimes  mis- 
called un-American.  To  stand  by  our 
historic  American  Bill  of  Rights  is  not 
a  subversive  activity.  It  is  unfair  to 
our  religion  and  our  Americanism  to 
call  the  most  decent,  humane,  and 
spiritual  hopes  communistic.  The 
more  Americans  who  understandingly 
and  sincerely  subscribe  to  the  Consti- 
tution and  its  Bill  of  Rights,  the  better 
for  the  University,  America  and  the 
world. 

As  a  part  of  an  ancient  heritage 
and  a  living  profession  of  faith,  the 
Woman's  College  of  the  University  of 
North    Carolina    stands    unafraid    and

Commencement  1948 

It  has  been  my  custom  in  recent 
years  to  speak  a  final  word  to  the  Sen- 
iors as  they  leave  us. 

It  is  at  once  one  of  the  happiest 
and  one  of  the  most  difficult  of  all 
the  things  I  try  to  do.  I  am  glad  be- 
cause I  see  here  the  happy  conclusion 
of  years  of  effort.  You  have  now 
achieved,  and  achievement  brings  sat- 
isfaction. It  is  difficult  because  you 
are  leaving,  and  I  do  not  want  to  be 
parted  from  you. 

In  a  moment  you  cross  the  thresh- 
old of  this  building  for  the  last  time 
as  a  student  here.  I  want  you  to  know 
—  you  must  know  —  what  a  wealth 
of  affection  and  hope  and  faith  I  be- 
stow upon  you  as  you  go.  You  have 
been  good  and  generous  and  lovable. 
You  will  leave  your  mark  upon  the 
College  as  the  College  puts  its  mark 
upon  you.  For  this  has  been  a  mutual 
adventure  —  you  and  your  fellow 
students  and  the  faculty.  The  College 
has  had  a  proud  respect  for  each  of 
you  as  an  individual  —  your  rights 
and  privileges  and  opportunities  and 
responsibilities.  You  have  met  that 
respect  with  intelligence  and  good 
will. 

Here  I  hope  you  have  come  into 
possession  of  something  that  no  one  in 
the  world  can  take  away  from  you 
and  that  will  abide  with  you  as  long 
as  you  live.  Deep  inside  yourselves 
there  is  something  precious,  something 
important,  something  meaningful  that 
you  must  treasure  always. 

Bound  with  the  College  as  you  are, 
you  will  in  time,  come  to  be  a  part  of 


looks  forward  in  the  strength  of  her 
past  in  the  hopes  of  the  youth  soon 
to  leave  these  halls. 

Beyond  these  halls  and  groves  is  a 
hard-surfaced  road  all  astir  with  the 
traffic,  the  noise  and  calls  of  a  stricken 
world.  Here  it  is  quiet  and  sheltered 
under  these  trees  w.here  squirrels  play 
in  the  morning,  birds  sing,  and  the 
soft  light  filters  through  the  night. 

In  a  little  while  you  move  out  from 
the  walks  of  The  College  upon  the 
roads  of  North  Carolina  which  shall 
turn  to  your  courage  and  lead  far  up 


the  institution  in  ways  that  you  could 
not  be  as  a  student.  You  will  find 
when  you  return  —  as  I  hope  that 
you  will  often  do  —  that  the  College 
will  be  different,  not  simply  that  the 
physical  plant  of  it  will  be  growing, 
but  that  the  institution  itself  is  a  sen- 
sitive, vital,  growing  community  that 
takes  on  some  of  the  character  and 
flavor  of  the  student  generation  of 
which  it  is  partly  made.  You  will,  in  a 
real  sense,  be  a  part  of  the  College 
forever  after.  It  is  this  part  of  your 
student  experience  here  that  is  ending, 
which  is  as  it  should  be.  You  are  leav- 
ing your  mark  on  it,  and  I  submit 
that  it  is  a  precious,  personal  mark, 
whose  worth  and  meaning  are  beyond 
evaluation.  And  so  has  the  College, 
this  experience  of  yours  in  it,  left  its 
mark  on  you.  This  moment  of  your 
life  that  was  coincident  with  this  stage 
in  the  life  of  the  College  —  each  pro- 
foundly affecting  the  other  —  has 
come  to  an  end.  I  submit  that  it  was 
a  great  moment.  I,  personally,  feel 
afresh  the  pain  of  its  ending,  am 
thankful  again  this  morning  for  all 
that  has  been  good  in  it,  and  shall  be 
recapturing  the  memory  of  it  through 
the  tomorrows. 

Our  mutual  errors  and  mistakes  and 
misunderstandings  and  shortcomings 
somehow  now  are  dissolved  and  fade 
into  unreality,  and  there  remains  only 
the  memories  of  comradeship,  of  ex- 
hilirating  enterprises,  and  happy  ad- 
ventures of  the  spirit  and  the  mind.  I 
pray  that  your  memories  of  this  Col- 
lege will  be  happy  memories  and  that 
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the  highways  of  the  world.  However 
far  you  may  go  upon  those  roads  and 
ways  critical  with  the  issues  of  human 
freedom,  social  justice,  dictatorships, 
and  the  organization  of  peace  in  the 
world,  you  young  women  of  the  class 
of  1948  will  resource  yourselves  in 
the  freedom  and  hopes  of  this  place. 
Sometimes  you  will  think  yourselves 
back  in  these  halls  and  groves  and 
the  spirit  of  Alma  Mater  will  reach 
across  a  continent  and  across  all  the 
years  to  hold  you  tight  to  her  great 
heart. 


they  will  grow  more  precious   as   the 
days  come  and  go. 

The  road  that  passes  the  threshold 
of  this  building  is  the  highway  that 
Ti'ou  will  travel  wherever  you  go.  What 
lies  ahead  on  that  road,  what  other 
travelers  you  will  meet,  what  hostels 
or  oases  will  ease  and  cheer  your  jour- 
ne)-,  what  final  abiding  place  you  will 
reach,  is  an  unknown  story  of  every 
traveler.  You  must  and  you  will  make 
the  journey.  Even  now  your  feet  are 
touching  the  ground  of  that  great 
highway.  It  is  a  wide,  wide,  world 
ahead.  I  beseech  you  to  walk  towards 
it  with  eagerness  and  with  faith  — 
with  springing  step  and  lively  antici- 
pation. Be  not  afraid.  Be  bold.  Be 
loyal.  Be  compassionate.  Be  not  too 
hurried  —  that  you  may  not  pass  by 
a  traveler  who  has  fallen  or  has 
wearied  or  who  has  lost  his  way.  Be 
not  so  eager  that  you  will  leave  little 
children  or  the  aged  behind.  Be  not 
so  engrossed  with  getting  along  that 
you  miss  the  beauties  of  flowers  and 
trees  and  sunlight  and  stream. 

It  is  not  given  to  many  of  us  to 
achieve  distinction  or  acquire  great 
riches  or  attain  exalted  place.  It  may 
be  given  to  each  one  of  us  to  be  suc- 
cessful, to  be  reasonably  happy,  to  be 
good  —  to  attain  even  a  measure  of 
sainthood.  To  reach  that  state  of 
passing  goodness,  you  must  meet  sim- 
ple but  unerring  requirements.  You 
must  press  on  when  you  want  to  stand 
still.  You  must  have  patience  when  it 
is  difficult  to  be  patient.  You  must 
keep  silent  when  you  want  to  speak, 
and  you  must  speak  up  when  you  want 


to  keep  silent.  You  must  divide  your 
loaf  even  if  it  means  hunger  to  you. 
You  must  pray  as  did  St.  Francis  of 
Assisi: 

"Lord,  make  me  an  instrument  of 
Thy  peace.  Where  there  is  hatred,  let 
me  sow  love;  where  there  is  doubt, 
faith;  where  there  is  despair,  hope; 
where  there  is  darkness,  light;  and 
where  there  is  sadness,  joy. 

"O  Divine  Master,  grant  that  I  do 
not  so  much  seek  to  be  consoled  as 
to  console,  to  be  understood  as  to  un- 
derstand, to  be  loved  as  to  love;  for  it 
is  in  giving  that  we  receive,  it  is  in 
pardoning  that  we  are  pardoned,  and 
it  is  in  dying  that  we  are  born  to  ever- 
lasting life." 

"We    have    broken    our   bread    together. 

and  now   we  part — 
We    have    broken    the    bread    of    the 

mind,    and    the   bread   of   the   heart. 
We  may  never  meet  again  till  another 

star, 
But   we   shall   be   friends   together. 
Wherever  we  are. 
There    is    no    time    for    lamenting,    no 

moment    for    sighs — 
Let  us  trust  and  be  glad,  see  the  truth 

in   each   other's   eyes. 
Let  us  smile  as  we   wave   farewell 
Where  the  long   road  bends. 
Let   us   sing   to   the   vow    that   makes 

us   forever   friends." 
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There  are  times  when  it  is  very  diffi- 

-~ — -^- cult   to   "say  what  you'd  like   to   say 

the  way  you'd  like  to  say  it."  For  me, 
this  is  one  of  those  times  —  but  I 
shall  speak  for  the  class  of  1948,  with- 
out benefit  of  the  Hallmark  Company. 
One  thing  is  certain  —  there  will  be 
no  mistaking  what  I  am  trying  to  say, 
however  I  may  say  it. 

Our  class  has  come  from  every  part 
of  this  state  and  from  every  state  in 
the  union.  Many  of  us  had  previously 
visited  the  college  for  various  reasons 
such  as  the  music  contests.  Girls' 
State,  or  county  school  activities;  oth- 
ers of  us  had  heard  about  the  college 
from  alumnae  mothers,  teachers,  and 
friends;  still  others  had  read  enough 
about  the  college  to  bring  them  here. 
Wherever  we  came  from  and  however 
we  came  to  choose  this  as  our  college 
four  years  ago,  today  our  appreciation 
of  Woman's  College  does  not  rest  up- 
on casual  observation,  hearsay,  or  the 
printed  word.  Anything  we  say  about 
cur  college  now  we  can  substantiate 
out  of  our  own  experience  here.  Liv- 
ing and  working  at  Woman's  College 
—  most  of  us  for  four  years  —  has 
been  an  experience  of  which  the  true 
value  can  be  assessed  only  on  the  ba- 
sis of  what  we  do  in  the  future,  but 
we  know  now  what  it  has  already 
meant  to  us  during  these  years  here.

Dr,  Paul  J.  Braisted  of  New  Haven, 
Conn.,  executive  director  of  the  Edward 
W.  Hazen  Foundation,  delivered  the  bac- 
calaureate sermon  at  the  Fifty-sixth  Com- 
mencement of  Woman's  College  Sunday. 
May    30.    in    Aycock   Auditorium. 

Dr.  Braisted  replaced  Dr.  Edwin  Mc- 
Neill Poteat.  president  o  f  Colgate- 
Rochester  Divinity  School,  who  was  ill 
and  had  been  instructed  by  his  physician 
to   cancel   his  engagements. 

An  author,  teacher,  and  former  college 
chaplain  at  Judson  College  at  Rangoon. 
Burma.  Dr.  Braisted  is  particularly  in- 
terested in  international  cultural  organiza- 
tions. His  books  include  "Religion  in 
Higher  Education."  "Keynote  of  the 
Coming  Age."  and  "Indian  Nationalism 
and  the  Christian  Colleges."  He  is  a 
trustee  of  the  National  Council  on  Reli- 
gion in  Higher  Education  and  a  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Friendly  Relations 
Among  Foreign  Students. 
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It  has  trained  us  in  the  basic  need 
of  all  people  —  how  to  earn  a  living. 
Under  the  guidance  of  a  faculty 
whom  we  respect  for  what  they  know 
and  appreciate  for  their  sincere  and 
generous  friendliness,  we  have  been 
able  to  discover  our  talents  and  devel- 
op them  in  a  manner  which  prepares 
us  for  self  support,  whether  we  need 
this  immediately  or  at  some  future 
time. 

Moreover  it  has  given  us  an  oppor- 
tunity to  enrich  our  lives  through  a 
study  of  the  liberal  arts,  that  we  may 
appreciate  the  literature,  history,  and 
philosophy  of  those  who  have  gone  be- 
fore us;  that  we  may  communicate 
with  other  peoples  of  the  earth  in  their 
own  languages;  that  we  may  enjoy 
the  contributions  of  science  to  our 
daily  living  and  well-being. 

It  has  trained  us  in  the  fine  art  of 
self-government  in  a  democratic  com- 
munity; and  shown  us  the  obligations 
as  well  as  the  privileges  of  freedom. 
It  has  taught  us  how  those  with  dif- 
ferent backgrounds,  interests,  aims, 
and  even  prejudices,  can  live  happily 
and  effectively  through  increased 
learning,  self-discipline,  and  a  firm  be- 
lief in  the  spirit  of  compromise.  This 
we  count  the  greatest  contribution  of 
them  all.  It  is  upon  this  that  we  can 
build  our  lives  and  make  our  contri- 
bution —  great  or  small  —  to  a  world 
torn  by  war,  poverty,  misunderstand- 
ing, and  fear. 

For  us  to  speak  of  our  potential 
contribution  would  seem  presumptu- 
ous, did  we  not  say  it  with  humility 
—  more  as  a  prayerful  hope  than  as  an 
assured  fact.  To  us  therefore,  this  day 
is  really  one  of  dedication  as  well  as 
graduation.  And  your  presence  here 
bespeaks  your  faith  in  us  and  in  our 
right  to  assume  a  new  role  —  that  of 
alumnae  of  Woman's  College,  each 
with  a  place  to  fill  in  whatever  com- 
munity she  may  be  found. 

Our  greatest  hope  is  that  we  will 
reflect  credit  upon  those  who  have 
made  it  possible  for  us  to  come  here 
and  upon  those  who  have  guided  us 
through  these  four  years;  that  as 
alumnae  of  this  college  we  may  never 
forget  that  proof  of  the  value  of  our 
experience  here  will  lie  in  our  exercise 
of  democratic  self-discipline,  and  our 
service  to  our  fellowman.

Two  Distinguished  Women 

Receive  Honorary  Degrees 


Mrs.  Inghram  Resigns 

Mrs.  Florence  Inghram.  counselor  at 
Woman's  College  since  1942.  has  been 
named  Assistant  Dean  of  Women  at  the 
University  of  Illinois.  She  assumed  her 
new   duties   July    1. 


Two  honorary  degrees  were  awarded 
by  Woman's  College  to  distinguished 
North  Carolina  women  at  the  graduat- 
ing exercises  Monday,   May    3  1.    1948. 

Dr.  Ellen  Winston  of  Raleigh,  com- 
missioner of  public  welfare  in  North  Car- 
olina, received  the  honorary  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Humanities,  and  Dr.  Mary 
Sherrill,  head  of  the  Department  of 
Chemistry  at  Mount  Holyoke  College, 
received  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor 
of   Science. 

Dr.  Winston,  a  native  of  Bryson  City, 
has  had  a  brilliant  career  as  a  social 
economist  and  sociologist.  She  was  ap- 
pointed to  her  present  position  in  1944, 
For  three  years  she  was  connected  with 
the  National  Resources  Planning  Board, 
and  she  has  served  as  technical  editor  in 
social  welfare  for  the  Carnegie  Founda- 
tion and  the  National  Economic  and 
Social  Planning  Association  in  Washing- 
ton, 

President  Graham  in  conferring  the  de- 
gree said,  "Dr,  Winston  is  the  worthy 
successor  in  the  noble  line  of  Kate  Burr 
Johnston  and  Annie  K,  Bost,  leader  in 
movements  for  the  improvement  of  the 
health,  welfare,  and  productive  powers  of 
our  people:  consultant  to  the  welfare 
agencies  of  the  federal  government  and 
great  private  endowments,  protector  of 
defenseless  children,  the  insane,  the  sick, 
disinherited  and  forgotten  peoples,  and 
champion  of  the  social  advance  to  balance 


economic  progress  of  the  State,  the  index 
and  voice  of  the  social  conscience  of  North 
Carolina.  Able  administrator,  devoted  hu- 
manitarian, and  charming  woman  withal, 
she  is  leading  the  way  toward  a  more  hu- 
mane society  and  a  nobler  common- 
wealth." 

Dr,  Sherrill,  a  native  of  this  State,  was 
for  two  years  a  teacher  at  Woman's  Col- 
lege, Last  year  she  was  given  the  Gar- 
van  award,  given  only  to  women  who 
have  made  outstanding  contributions  to 
science. 

In  awarding  the  degree,  President  Gra- 
ham said  in  part,  "Dr,  Sherrill,  graduate 
of  Peace  with  her  A,B,  from  Randolph- 
Macon  and  Ph,D.  from  Chicago  is  the 
winner  of  many  other  awards,  grants,  and 
medals  of  national  distinction:  author  of 
a  score  of  distinguished  papers  published 
in  scientific  journals  in  America  and  Eu- 
rope: in  the  Second  World  War  she  di- 
rected research  in  anti-malarials  for  the 
health  and  fitness  of  the  men  and  women 
on  the  far  fronts  of  freedom  in  the  tropics 
of  the  old  world  and  the  new. 

"As  a  teacher  she  is  a  gift  of  God  to 
students,  who.  by  her  thorough  work, 
clear  exposition,  friendly  gaiety,  warm 
pergonal  interest  in  individual  students, 
zest  in  research  and  enthusiasm  for  learn- 
ing, are  inspired  to  do  their  best  for  her, 
for  themselves,  and   for  their  generation." 

Both  Dr.  Sherrill  and  Dr.  Winston 
were  awarded  their  Ph.D.  degrees  at  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago.

Annual   Commencement 
Meeting  of  Alumnae 
Association 

The  annual  commencement  meeting  of 
the  Alumnae  Association  of  the  Woman's 
College  of  the  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina was  held  at  2:00  o'clock  Saturday 
afternoon.  May  29.  1948.  in  the  Virginia 
Dare  Room  of  Alumnae  House.  Mrs. 
Frances  Gibson  Satterficld.  president  pre- 
sided and  welcomed  the  large  group, 
which   overflowed   the   room. 

Upon  motion  of  Miss  Katherine  Tay- 
lor, with  second  by  Miss  Dorothy  Clem- 
ent, the  Class  of  1948.  through  repre- 
sentatives attending  the  meeting,  was  re- 
ceived into  membership.  Miss  Katherine 
Taylor  introduced  Miss  Betsy  Bulluck. 
everlasting  president,  who  presented  other 
everlasting  officers,  representatives  of  de- 
partments conferring  degrees,  and  Miss 
Gladys  Chambers,  representative  to  the 
Alumnae  Board,  and  accepted  for  her  class, 
membership   in   the   Association. 

Mrs.  Satterfield  stated  that  238  mem- 
bers of  the  class  of  1948  and  12  mem- 
bers of  the  Commercial  Class,  have  be- 
come active   members. 

Mrs.  Rose  Zimmerman  Post,  immediate 
past  editor  of  Carolinian  and  first  presi- 
dent of  the  newly  organized  Golden 
Chain,  explained  organization  of  the 
honor  group  in  recognition  of  college 
spirit  and  service  to  the  College. 

A  motion  picture  of  old  college  scenes 
was  shown. 

Chancellor  W.  C.  Jackson  spoke  on 
work  of  the  College,  mentioning  especial- 
ly the  Arts  Forum,  the  Social  Science 
Forum  and  the  building  program.  Three 
buildings  are  now  under  construction,  a 
soda  shop,  adjacent  to  Alumnae  House 
and  a  home  economics  cottage,  adjacent  to 
Curry  building,  both  of  which  are  being 
built  from  funds  raised  by  the  College, 
and  a  new  laundry,  for  which  the  Legis- 
lature appropriated  funds. 

Chancellor  Jackson  expressed  the  belief 
that  there  is  greater  interest  in  problems 
of  education  now  than  at  any  time  since 
Aycock.  and  declared  it  is  the  responsibil- 
ity of  Woman's  College  to  capitalize  on 
the  Mclver  phrase.  "Educate  a  woman.  " 
by  asking  for  bigger  salaries,  bigger  and 
better  buildings,   better  equipment. 

He  commented  with  satisfaction  on  the 
fact  that  the  alumnae  gathering  was  the 
largest   in   the   history   of   the   College. 

Mrs.  Satterfield  presented  Miss  Kath- 
erine Taylor  as  the  newly  appointed  dean 
of  women,  and  Miss  Taylor  talked  brief- 
ly on  work  of  her  department,  explaining 
breakdown  of  the  student  body  on  a  resi- 
dence hall  basis,  whereby  a  student  is  one 
among  122  girls  instead  of  one  among 
2.200.  She  told  of  the  work  of  the  coun- 
selors, of  the  academic  and  social  council 
and  of  the  class  chairman  in  the  social 
and   academic   program   of  students. 

Two  other  alumnae  spoke  on  phases  of 
the  college  program.  Miss  Marjorie  Hood 
on  the  Library  and  Miss  Jane  Summerell 
on  some  of  the  new  courses.  Miss  Hood 
limited  her  discussion  to  the  Woman's 
Collection  and  the  College  Collection, 
telling  something  of  the  scope  of  each  and 
appealing  for  old  annuals,  programs  and 
pictures  for  the  College  Collection.  Miss 
Summerell     mentioned     the     new     honors 


courses,  an  inter-departmental  major  in 
recreation,  a  new  course  in  geography  of 
Anglo-America,  reorganization  of  music, 
health  and  business  education  courses, 
movement  toward  setting  up  courses  in 
religion,  and  new  courses  in  chemistry, 
home  economics.  English  grammar,  dra- 
matic art  and  biology.  She  also  mention:d 
the   arts   and   social   science   forums. 

Mrs.  Satterfield  expressed  appreciation 
for  the  work  of  three  faculty  members 
who  are  retiring:  Miss  Cornelia  Strong. 
Miss  Caroline  Schoch.  and  Dr.  'Victoria 
Carlsson.  Later  Miss  Strong  joined  the 
meeting  and   was   recognized. 

Mrs.  Betty  Brown  Jester  was  presented 
as  the  executive  secretary  who  took  office 
on   September   1,    1947. 

Two  recommendations  from  the  Board 
of  Trustees  were  presented  by  the  record- 
ing secretary  and  were  unanimously  ap- 
proved. These  called  for  publication  of  a 
college  pictorial  calendar  and  of  playing 
cards  with  Alumnae  House  scenes,  as 
money  making  projects  and  for  election 
for  another  year  of  Mrs.  Jester  as  exccu- 
_tive  secretary  with  high  commendation  of 
her  work  during  the  past  year. 

Miss  Em  Austin,  finance  committee 
member,  read  the  proposed  budget,  which 
was    approved. 

The  president  called  the  roll  of  classes 
which  are  holding  reunions,  these  includ- 
ing 1892-98.  1908.  1912,  1914,  1915, 
1916.  1920,  1923.  1926,  1928,  1938, 
1942,  1943.  1944,  1945.  1946.  and 
1947. 

In  her  report  as  president.  Mrs.  Satter- 
field stated  that  the  most  important  un- 
dertaking has  been  the  efl^ort  to  contact 
every  person,  more  than  26.000,  who  has 
ever  attended  Woman's  College.  During 
the  year  three  communications  have  been 
sent  to  each,  these  including  a  double 
postcard  in  an  effort  to  bring  the  mailing 
list  up  to  date,  the  "fat  letter"  telling 
something   about   the   College   and   includ- 


ing a  questionnaire  and  plans  for  class  re- 
unions, and  commencement  information 
with  brochure  enclosures. 

Alumnae  House.  Mrs.  Satterfield  stated, 
has  been  in  constant  use  with  over  25,000 
people  taking  part.  To  the  Alumnae  Fund 
385  persons  have  contributed  $1,540 
since  May  1.  1948.  The  Association,  she 
said,  participated  in  the  Social  Science 
Forum,  presented  a  program  at  chapel, 
entertained  the  Freshmen,  entertained  Col- 
lege granddaughters  and  their  mothers,

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FROM  OUR 

CHANCELLOR 


Dear   Alumnae: 

When  the  calendar,  college  regula- 
tions, and  common  sense  coincide,  the 
result  is  convincing  and  conclusive. 
Such  a  coincidence  concerns  me. 

I  believe  that  a  letter  I  wrote  to 
President  Graham  dated  June  1  vi^ill 
explain  the  situation  I  refer  to.  Since 
Dr.  Graham  read  the  letter  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  on  June  2,  there  is 
no  impropriety,  I  assume,  in  giving  it 
to  the  Alumnae.  I  think  the  letter  is 
sufficiently  self-explanatory.  It  is  as 
follows:

President   Frank    P.    Graham 
The   University   of  North   Carolina 
Chapel    Hill,    North    Carolina 
My  dear  Mr.  President: 

You  will  recall  that  on  May  29,  1947. 
I  submitted  to  you  my  resignation  as 
Chancellor  of  The  Woman's  College  with 
the  request  that  the  resignation  become 
effective  September  1,  of  this  year.  1948, 
You  requested  that  in  view  of  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Building  Program  at  the  Col- 
lege, the  preparation  of  another  biennial 
budget  in  1948,  the  length  of  time  that 
might  possibly  be  involved  in  choosing  a 
successor,  and  for  other  reasons  that  I 
continue  in  office  for  another  year  beyond 
September    1,    1948.    To   this   I   agreed. 

Now.  before  the  end  of  the  academic 
year  on  June  30,  1949,  I  will  have 
reached  the  age  of  retirement  fixed  by  the 
regulations  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  I 
am  in  full  accord  personally  with  these 
regulations,  and  I  will  comply  with  them 
cheerfully  and  unreservedly,  I  will  defi- 
nitely terminate  my  services  as  Chancellor 
on  June  30,  1949,  or  September  1.  as 
you   may  determine. 

I  am  bringing  this  matter  to  your  at- 
tention at  this  time  so  that  there  will  be 
no  possible  question  concerning  my  retire- 
ment and  so  that  through  regular  admini- 
strative channels  procedures  may  be  begun 
in  ample  time  at  your  discretion  for  filling 
this    vacancy. 

I  shall  covet  the  opportunity  of  mak- 
ing a  further  statement  to  you  before  the 
expiration   of   the   year.

There  remains  for  me  an  important 
year.  We  are  on  the  threshold  of  our 
large  Building  Program.  The  Soda 
Shoppe,  the  Model  Home  Economics 
Cottage,  and  the  new  Laundry  are 
nearing  completion.  The  plans  for  the 
new  Library  are  complete  and  await 
the  approval  of  the  Budget  Bureau. 
Plans  for  a  new  Dormitory,  the  Stu- 


dent Union  Building,  and  the  Home 
Economics  Building  are  being  pre- 
pared. 

We  are  in  the  midst  of  plans  for 
the  next  Biennial  Budget.  Important 
faculty  changes  are  pending.  There 
are  a  number  of  other  important  and 
interesting  problems  confronting  us. 

So,  I  shall  move  into  the  next  year 
with  the  hope  and  confidence  that  in 
dealing  with  all  these  important  mat- 
ters, the  faculty,  the  students,  and  the 
alumnae  will  join  in  their  efforts  to 
make  the  year  a  memorable  one. 

The  omens  are  propitious.  The  fac- 
ulty is  able  and  strong  and  united 
and  hopeful.  The  student  body  is 
perhaps  the  best  we  have  ever  had. 
And  the  alumnae  are  really  on  the 
march! 

Saturday  of  our  last  Commence- 
ment v/as  just  about  the  most  inspir- 
ing day  I  have  ever  seen  at  the  Col- 
lege. The  large  number  of  alumnae 
present,  their  contagious  and  inspiring 
enthusiasm,  their  glowing  spirit  of  un- 
derstanding and  support  and  hopeful- 
ness gave  me  a  thrill  that  will  long  en- 
dure. The  scene  at  the  Alumnae  House 
in  the  afternoon  and  at  the  dinner 
hour  was  nothing  short  of  wonderful. 

As  I  said  in  my  letter  to  President 
Graham  that  I  would  address  him 
again  before  the  next  year  ends,  may 
I  say  that  I  shall  covet  the  same  privi- 
lege  with   the   alumnae.

Golden  Chain,  Netv  Honor 
Society,  is  Created

The  first  link  of  the  Golden  Chain,  a 
new  honor  society  at  Woman's  College, 
has  been  formed  and  soldered  firmly  with 
the  iron  of  service  for  this  college.  In  fact 
the  second  link  was  started  when  this 
charter  group  elected  seven  rising  seniors 
who  will  have  as  their  responsibility  the 
task  of  continuing  the  chain  by  complet- 
ing the  second  link  and  starting  the  third. 

Mortar  Board  and  Who's  Who  rum- 
blings have  long  been  heard  on  this  cam- 
pus, and  now.  an  organization  which  will 
meet  the  standards  for  the  possible  appli- 
cation for  affiliation  with  Mortar  Board 
as  well  as  one  which  will  replace  Who's 
Who,   is  a  reality. 

Once  the  green  light  was  given,  the 
setting  up  of  the  actual  mechanics  for  such 
an  organization  progressed  with  amazing 
rapidity.  This  year  a  nucleus  group  com- 
posed of  the  eight  outstanding  seniors  and 
a  faculty  committee,  appointed  by  Dr. 
Jackson  after  the  formation  had  been  ap- 
proved by  legislature,  selected  a  member- 
ship from  the  senior  class.  This  charter 
group  numbered  seventeen.  At  their  first 
meeting  Rose  Post  was  elected  president 
and  Page  Coleman  secretary.  These  seven- 
teen in  turn  elected  seven  rising  seniors  as 
their  successors.  It  will  be  the  task  of  these 
seven  to  complete  their  roll  of  members 
and  to  draw  up  a  constitution  as  well  as 
to  carry  on  the  work  already  begun  by 
the  charter  group.  In  the  final  meeting  of 
the  year  Nan  Kendall  was  elected  as  the 
new  president  and  Martha  Guion  secre- 
tary. 

What  are  some  of  the  things  that  are 
basic  to  this  new  organization?  How  are 
you  elected?  Must  you  hold  a  major  of- 
fice to  be  considered?  Are  there  regular 
meetings?  Is  there  a  minimum  academic 
average  that  must  be  achieved?  How 
many  can  become  members?  How  was 
the  name  chosen?  Will  alumnae  be  elected 
as  honary  members?  Will  women  serving 
Woman's  College  other  than  alumnae  be 
considered  for  honorary  membership? 
What  of  future  plans  such  as  Tap  Day? 
Preliminary  steps  toward  the  solution  of 
all  of  these  questions  and  many  more 
made  up  the  agenda  of  the  charter  group 
meetings.  A  specific  answer  to  these  ques- 
tions will  be  made  when  the  constitution 
is  formulated.  However,  the  following 
editorial  in  the  May  14  issue  of  the 
Carolinian   shows   well   how   the   thinking 


has  been   directed   in  constructing   this  or- 
ganization. 

Tlie  Golden  Chain,  the  honor- 
ary organization  established  by 
legislature  several  weeks  ago,  is  now 
a   functioning  group. 

The  foundations  have  been  laid. 
The  officers  and  faculty  advisers 
have  been  elected.  A  name  has  been 
chosen.  The  name,  "The  Golden 
Chain,"  carries  with  it  significance 
and  prestige,  qualities,  that  are  in- 
separable from  an  organization  such 
as  this  one.  "Chain"  signifies  a 
linking  together,  a  binding  together 
of  college  generations,  those  gener- 
ations past  that  worked  diligently 
for  the  organization  and  those  fu- 
ture generations  that  will  carry  on 
the  ideals  set  up.  "Golden"  denotes 
superiority  and  rarity. 

And  such  is  the  essence  of  the 
Golden  Chain,  It  is  an  organiza- 
tion set  up  to  recognize  students 
who  have  served  the  college  efl'cc- 
tively  and  efficiently,  whether  in 
prominent  or  small  positions.  It  is 
an  organization  comparable  in 
leadership  and  service,  to  scholar- 
ship in  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  The 
dignity  of  both  these  groups  should 
be  the  same,  for  each  recognizes 
superiority  and  excellence  in  their 
respective  fields. 

Too.  The  Golden  Chain  is  a 
working  group.  Its  aim  is  to  serve 
the  college  and  its  students  in  any 
way  possible.  The  Golden  Chain 
is  just  beginning.  It  has  a  way  to 
blaze.  It  has  a  pace  to  set.  In  five 
years  it  hopes  to  be  recognized  as 
a  sub-group  of  Mortar  Board.  And 
with  its  enthusiastic  start.  The 
Golden  Chain  should  reach  a  long 
way.

ing, teaching,  or  other  fields,  but  would 
enrich   their  lives  in  many   ways. 

Mrs.  Neilson  (she  was  still  Dr.  Carls- 
son to  us  at  the  college)  will  be  greatly 
missed  throughout  the  college,  for  her 
radiant  personality  won  for  her  many 
friends.  Especially  in  the  Health  Depart- 
ment we  shall  miss  her  efficient  direction. 
She  was  so  noted  for  dispatch  that  we 
often  teased  her,  saying  that  if  there  was 
anything  to  be  done  she  wanted  it  done 
yesterday'  We  shall  attempt  to  carry  on 
in  the  inspiration  of  her  contribution  to 
the  department  and  the  college. 

All  her  friends  will  agree  that  the  re- 
gret at  losing  her  is  offset  by  our  pleasure 
in  the  happiness  that  has  come  to  her,  and 
we  are  sure  that  the  entire  college  and 
hundreds  of  alumnae  join  us  in  the  very 
best  of  good  wishes  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.

13  at  the 
Woman's  College  U.N.C.  according 
to  Dr.  E.  E.  Pfaff.  chairman  of  the 
committee. 

The  theme  of  the  forum  is  Free- 
dom and  Security.  Panel  discussions 
will  be  held  at  morning,  afternoon 
and  evening  sessions  in  Aycock  Au- 
ditorium. In  addition  to  the  regular 
panel  discussion  there  will  be  stu- 
dent round  tables  with  the  experts 
as  guests. 

The  roster  of  speakers  is  being 
completed  and  already  includes  such 
widely  known  authorities  as  Max 
Lerner.  columnist  for  the  New  York 
Star,  author,  political  scientist,  for- 
eign correspondent,  and  former 
editor  of  The  Nation:  Gardiner 
Murphy,  head  of  the  Psychology  De- 
partment of  the  College  of  the  City 
of  New  York;  and  C.  O.  Hardy, 
Staff  Director  of  the  Congressional 
Joint  Committee  on  "The  Economic 
Report."  These  among  others  of  na- 
tional and  international  fame  will 
make  the  group  of  eminent  visitors 
at  the  college  for  this  event. 

Alumnae  are  urged  to  come  back 
to  the  campus  for  these  discussions 
on  economic  security  and  industrial 
freedom,  topics  of  keen  interest  to 
every  one.  Plan  now  to  meet  your 
friends  and  classmates  at  the  college 
for   this  Seminar. 

Laura  Coit  Hall  will  be  head- 
quarters for  all  Alumnae.  The  com 
plete  program  and  reservation  blanks 
will  be  sent  to  Alumnae  early  in 
the   fall.

Chairman,  respectfully 
submits  its  report  as   follows: 

Im.mcdiately  following  the  Board  of 
Trustees'  meeting  in  Raleigh  on  Fcburary 
16th.  1948.  the  Visiting  Committee  met 
to  ascertain  the  problems  confronting  the 
Committee  and  to  arrange  a  suitable  date 
for  visiting  the  campus  of  the  Woman's 
College  at  Greensboro.  Pursuant  to  reso- 
lution of  the  Committee  the  Chairman 
appointed    the    following    sub-committees;

Thereafter  the  Visiting  Committee  met 
on  the  campus  of  the  Woman's  College  in 
Greensboro  on  April  29th  and  30th  for 
the  purpose  of  receiving  reports  of  Sub- 
Committees,  hearing  from  faculty  and 
students,  and  for  a  general  survey  of  the 
conditions  and  problems  of  the  College, 
The  facilities  of  the  Alumnae  House  were 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee  and  every 
consideration  was  shown  the  members  of 
the   Committee  by   the   College   staff. 

Members  of  the  faculty  and  student 
body  appeared  before  the  Committee.  The 
faculty  and  student  body  had  been  notified 
of  the  presence  of  the  Visiting  Committee 
on  the  campus,  and  had  been  advised  that 
all  might  have  the  opportunity  to  express 
their  views  to  the  Committee. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  were 
tremendously  impressed  with  the  serious- 
ness of  purpose,  and  the  fine  spirit  and 
harmony  of  the  faculty  and  student  group. 
In  the  words  of  one  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee. "Visiting  Woman's  College  is  like 
coming  into  a  big  happy  family:  there  is 
no  sign  of  dissension."  Another  said. 
"I  can  say  frankly  that  I  had  no  idea  of 
the  high  type  work  they  were  doing  and 
the  work  being  the  result  of  excellent 
organization    by    top    people.      If    all    the 


members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  all 
the  members  of  the  University  would  look 
thoroughly  into  the  interworkings  at 
Greensboro.  I  would  not  worry  about  the 
immediate  future  of  Woman's  College." 

Two  students  (seniors)  were  espe- 
cially impressive  when  they  came  to  say 
that  they  had  no  complaint  but  just 
wanted  to  report  that  they  had  been  tre- 
mendously happy  here  and  were  sad  at  the 
thought  that  their  college  life  was  about 
to  come  to  a  close. 

There  was  no  semblance  of  complaint 
from  students  or  faculty  except  for  the 
fact  that  certain  members  of  the  faculty 
were  not  quite  content  with  some  inequi- 
ties in  salary  that  arose  last  year  when 
there  was  not  sufficient  money  available 
to  give  those  in  the  upper  brackets  the 
full  20  per  cent  increase  that  had  been 
generally  expected.  The  Visiting  Com- 
mittee took  this  situation  into  account 
and  agreed  that  any  and  all  inequalities  of 
this  nature  should  be  removed  before 
any  advances  on  the  new  scale  heretofore 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  for 
the  entire  University  System  go  into  ef- 
fect. This  item  is  more  fully  discussed 
in  another  section  of  this  report. 

Though  there  was  no  attempt  to  give 
an  over-all  accounting  of  campus  life,  a 
number  of  features  were  presented  to  the 
Committee  designed  to  give  a  better  under- 
standing and  appreciation  of  the  fine  phi- 
losophy which  exists  on  the  Woman's 
College   campus. 

A  committee  of  faculty  representing 
the  upper  salary  bracket  was  heard  as  were 
the  Head  of  the  Home  Economics  Depart- 
ment and  representatives  of  the  Physical 
Education.  Music,  and  Art  Departments. 
Students  representing  the  Student  Gov- 
ernment Organization.  Physical  Education 
Department  and  some  representing  only 
themselves,  appeared.  The  Committee 
heard  too.  with  unusual  interest,  the  Dean 
of  Women,  the  Director  of  Public  Re- 
lations, the  Director  of  Religious  Activi- 
ties, and  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Alumnae  Association, 

After  hearing  reports  from  all  these 
individuals  and  groups,  and  from  ques- 
tions and  answers,  the  Committee  learned 
.much  about  the  College  and  its  program. 

As  a  result  of  the  various  reports  the 
following  recommendations  were  unani- 
mously approved  by  the  Committee: 

Needs  of  the  Fa,culty 

Many  members  of  the  faculty  have  left 
Woman's  College  by  reason  of  existing 
salaries.  Likewise  many  persons  selected 
for  professorships  at  Woman's  College 
have  declined  offers  because  of  compara- 
tively low  salaries.  As  a  result,  Woman's 
College  is  lacking  in  ability  to  attract  new 
first-rate  faculty  personnel  at  available 
salaries.  It  will  be  necessary  to  fill,  in 
the  near  future,  many  positions  now  held 
by    teachers    that    are    reaching    the    retire- 


ment age.  Therefore,  the  immediate  fu- 
ture will  be  a  critical  period  in  Woman's 
College  in  the  matter  of  faculty  salaries. 
Your  Committee  respectfully  urges  that 
the  salary  scale  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  at  the  meeting  on  February  16th, 
1948,  be  placed  in  efl^ect  at  the  Woman's 
College  at  the  earliest  practicable  date. 
This  recommended  salary  schedule  is  as 
follows:

Your  Committee  further  recommends 
complete  equalization  of  salaries  with  the 
faculty  in  the  other  two  units  of  the 
consolidated    University. 

Permament  Improvements 

No  permanent  improvements  have  been 
made  on  the  campus  at  the  Woman's  Col- 
lege since  1939,  and  the  need  is  urgent  for 
the  commencement  of  the  full  building 
program  previously  presented  to  the  Ad- 
visory Budget  Commission  and  to  the 
1947  General  Assembly.  Although  the 
construction  of  the  laundry  that  was  au- 
thorized by  the  past  session  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  is  now  under  way.  none 
of  the  other  buildings  authorized  have 
been  started  because  of  lack  of  funds.  It 
is  imperative  that  funds  be  made  avail- 
able immediately  for  the  fulfilment  of 
the  entire  building  program  to  meet  both 
present  and  future  needs.  The  construc- 
tion authorized  by  the  1947  General  As- 
sembly is  as  follows:

Other  urgent  building  needs  are  as  fol- 
lows :

The  Committee  visited  the  Infirmary 
and  Students  Building.  Immediate  con 
struction  of  a  new  infirmary,  or  remodel 
ing  of  the  existing  infirmary  in  keeping 
with  modern  health  practices  and  safety 
purposes,  was  unanimously  recommended 
It  was  deemed  advisable  to  demolish  thi 
Students  Building  and  remove  it  from  thi 
campus.  Expansion  of  the  Music  Build 
ing  is  strongly  urged.  A  new  gymnasium 
is   a    must   if    the   Woman's   College   is   to 
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continue    its    leadership    in    the    field    of 
physical  education. 

The  Committee  unanimously  recom- 
mended that  the  building  program  should 
be  carried  out  as  rapidly  as  possible  and 
to  the  fullest  extent  of  the  recommenda- 
tions made  to  the  1947  Legislature.  Al- 
though the  appropriations  for  that  pur- 
pose were  very  generous,  increased  con- 
struction costs  make  it  necessary  for  addi- 
tional funds  to  be  made  available  at  the 
earliest   possible  date. 

FUTURE   DE\-EL0PMENTS 

Immediate  consideration  should  be 
given  to  a  permanent  plan  for  future  ex- 
pansion and  development  of  the  campus. 
The  employment  of  a  planning  Architect 
is  recommended.  There  should  be  no  at- 
tempt to  limit  the  growth  of  Woman's 
College.  Provision  should  be  made  for 
3.000  students  and  plans  laid  for  subse- 
quent growth.  The  erection  of  two  more 
dormitories  after  the  construction  of  the 
present  proposed  dormitories,  will  bring 
enrollment  to  approximately  3.000  stu- 
dents. This  in  turn  will  require  more  din- 
ing hall  space.  It  is  deemed  advisable  to 
incorporate  future  dining  halls  in  dormi- 
tories rather  than  having  large  dining 
halls  separated  from  dormitories. 

Your  Committee  desires  to  re-empha- 
size the  need  for  a  permanent  plan  for 
future  development  and  for  the  acquisi- 
tion from  time  to  time  of  necessary  land 
adjacent  to  the  campus  for  future  ex- 
pansion. 

\'OC.\TION'.\L    GUID.^XCE 

A  \'ocational  Guidance  department  as 
proposed  by  a  group  of  students  appear- 
ing before  the  Committee  should  be  estab- 
lished in  order  to  furnish  expert  advice 
and  guidance  to  all  students  beginning 
with   their   freshman   year. 

Public  Relations  Depart.ment 

The  Public  Relations  Department  now 
has  the  responsibility  of  placement  of 
students  and  alumnae,  self-help,  promo- 
tion, extension,  publicity,  and  a  general 
program  of  fund  raising.  The  numerous 
duties  are  handled  by  a  staff  of  four  (4) 
persons.  The  Director  of  the  department 
necessarily  has  to  handle  much  of  the  de- 
tail work  when  he  should  have  more  time 
for  the  more  important  public  relations 
work.  Therefore  the  personnel  and  ap- 
propriations for  this  department  should 
be  increased.  A  definite  program  of  in- 
formation should  be  carried  on  to  in- 
form the  people  of  the  State  on  what  the 
Woman's  College  has  done  and   is  doing. 

Student  go\trnment  and 
EtoR-MiTORY  Counselors 

The  Student  Government  program  as 
presented  to  the  Committee  was  very  im- 
pressive. The  program  was  instituted  as 
a  result  of  the  efforts  of  the  late  Dean  of 
Women,  and  is  now  being  ably  carried  on 
by  the  present  Dean  of  Women  assisted  by 
the  dormitory  counselors.  The  System  of 
Student  Government  that  is  in  effect  has 
been  copied  by  many  institutions  through- 
out the  country,  and  many  counselors 
have  been  called  away  to  become  Dean  of 
Women  at  other  institutions.  The  Com- 
mittee desires  to  commend  the  Student 
Government   and   the   Counselor  Svstem. 


Quarter  System 

The  Woman's  College  is  under  the  se- 
mester system  while  the  other  two 
branches  of  the  Greater  University  use 
the  quarter  system.  The  Committee  deems 
it  advisable  that  all  three  units  should 
have  a  uniform  calendar  year.  Consequent- 
ly, immediate  consideration  should  be 
given  to  changing  the  school  year  at 
Woman's  College  from  the  semester  sys- 
tem  to   the   quarter   system. 

Art  Depart.ment 

Two  prominent  alumnae  of  Woman's 
College  who  are  also  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  appeared  before  the 
\'isiting  Committee  with  a  faculty  com- 
mittee to  discuss  further  expansion  of  the 
Art  Department.  This  department  has 
had  a  very  rapid  and  successful  growth.  , 
and  consideration  should  be  given  to  its 
further   expansion   and   development. 

HO.ME  ECONO.MICS 

The  Committee  desires  to  commend  the 
sponsors  of  the  Home  Economics  Founda- 
tion. It  is  a  worthy  undertaking  and  is 
essential  to  the  full  development  of  the 
Women's  College.  It  is  recommended  that 
an  Institute  of  Home  Economics  be  estab- 
lished. 

Other  Consider-ations 

\'ery  fine  reports  were  made  by  two 
representatives  of  programs  on  the  cam- 
pus, the  Director  of  Religious  Activities 
and  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Alum- 
nae Association. 

Though  this  is  not  a  church  institution 
nor  concerned  with  the  promotion  of  any 
one  religious  sect,  there  is  ample  oppor- 
tunity for  every  girl  to  be  fully  developed 
in  the  area  of  good  Christian  Philosophy 
and  fine  living.  Through  four  (4  )  church 
secretaries  working  with  college  students 
and  the  Director  of  Religious  Activities 
the  campus  is  well  organized  with  a  Y.W. 
C.A..  an  Inter-Faith  Council,  provision 
for  Religious  Emphasis  periods  during  the 
year.  University  Sermons  sponsored  by 
each  of  the  classes,  and  non-credit  courses 
in  Bible  and  Religion.  This  program  has 
contributed  to  the  overall  fine  spirit  that 
exists  on  the  campus.  Great  praise  was 
expressed   for  this   most  excellent   activity. 

The  alumnae  and  former  students.  26.- 
000  strong,  are  contributing  of  their  time 
and  means  for  the  further  development  of 
the  Woman's  College.  The  Executive  Sec- 
retary has  spoken  to  more  than  1.200  in 
some  twenty-four  (24)  meetings  since 
the  beginning  of  this  calendar  year.  The 
alumnae  over  the  state  expressed  especial 
interest  in  the  development  of  the  Student 
Union  Building.  Through  the  Develop- 
ment Program  now  getting  underway. 
Alumnae  are  being  given  an  opportunity 
to  contribute  to  some  eight  different  pro- 
jects including  scholarships,  a  chapel,  and 
a  pipe  organ. 

Conclusion 

Although  all  the  recommendations  con- 
tained in  this  report  are  of  importance 
your  Committee  desires  to  again  empha- 
size  the   following   immediate   needs: 

1 .  Substantial  salary  increases  for  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  and  equalization  with 
salaries  of  those  in  effect  at  the  other  two 
units  of  the  University; 


2.  Completion  of  the  building  program 
at   the  earliest  practicable  date:    and 

3.  The  creation  of  a  permanent  plan 
for  future  expansion   and  development. 

Your  Committee  further  recommends 
that  all  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
should  render  assistance  in  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  needs  of  the  Woman's  College 
to  the  Advisory  Budget  Commission,  and 
to  the  members  of  the  forthcoming  session 
of  the  General  Assembly.

Miss  Holdford  was  formerly  school 
supervisor  in  Wake  County. 
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Miss  Cornelia  Strong 
Retires  After  Forty- 
three  Years

After  forty-three  years  of  intelligent 
and  devoted  service  Miss  Cornelia  Strong 
is  retiring  from  the  mathematics  depart- 
ment of  Woman's  College.  When  she  be- 
gan her  work  in  1905,  it  is  doubtful 
whether  anyone,  even  Dr.  Mclver  with 
his  ability  to  recognize  worth  in  an  in- 
dividual, could  have  foreseen  how  signifi- 
cant was  the  coming  of  this  resolute  and 
brilliant   young    woman    to   our   campus. 

By  background  and  by  training  hers 
was  the  stuff  of  which  great  teachers  are 
made.  She  was  born  in  South  Carolina 
in  the  turbulent  days  when  the  state  was 
being  delivered  from  "carpet-bagger  "  rule, 
and  she  grew  up  in  a  family  of  ministers 
and  teachers  who  had  always  put  excel- 
lence of  mind  and  spirit  above  material 
considerations.  Her  first  college  training 
was  at  the  Agnes  Scott  Institute,  which 
was  really  what  would  now  be  called  a 
junior  college,  but  which  she  says  with 
pride,  "had  steadily  refused  to  assume  the 
name  until  it  measured  up  to  the  thing 
named."  Then  after  two  years  of  teach- 
ing she  went  to  Cornell  University,  where 
she  studied  for  three  years,  receiving  her 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  1903.  It  took 
great  courage  for  her  to  go  to  a  northern 
co-educational  university;  but,  to  quote 
her  own  words:  "Cornell  was  better  than 
any  of  us  dared  hope.  It  was  so  beauti- 
ful and  so  friendly!  Perhaps  it  had  not 
been  a  great  university  long  enough  to 
outgrow  the  manners  of  a  small  college. 
Anyway  it  had  a  warm  welcome  for  a 
shy  southerner  wearing  a  homemade  suit 
and  with  no  evening  dress  except  a  long- 
sleeved  lavender  lawn."  There  she  found 
her  studies  a  joy — not  only  her  major, 
mathematics  (she  even  took  physics  in 
the  engineering  school  in  order  to  get  as 
much  mathematics  as  possible),  but  also 
comparative  government,  which  early 
stimulated  her  interest  in  things  political, 
and  English  literature,  in  which  she  dis- 
tinguished herself  by  winning  the  Barnes 
Shakespeare  prize.  In  her  senior  year  she 
was  elected  to  Sigma  Xi,  the  national 
scientific  honor  society.  With  Professor 
John  Henry  Tanner  of  the  mathematics 
department  she  enjoyed  a  particularly  close 
relationship.  He  early  discovered  in  her 
the  kind  of  student  whom  he  was  wont 
to  encourage  by  lending  money  without 
interest,  "To  those  of  us  who  borrowed," 
she  says,  "he  was  not  only  banker  but 
■guide,  philosopher,  and  friend'."  He  and 
his  lovely  wife  welcomed  Miss  Strong 
into  their  home,  and  made  her  virtually 
one  of  their  family  circle.  After  she  came 
to  the  Woman's  College  (then  the  State 
Normal  College),  she  was  granted  leave 
for  a  year  to  help  Professor  Tanner  write 
a  high  school  algebra. 

Throughout  her  teaching  years  Miss 
Strong  continued  to  study  in  the  summers 
at  various  universities:  Cornell,  Harvard, 
Michigan,  California,  Colorado,  and  Wis- 
consin, In  1931  she  received  her  M,A. 
degree  in  mathematics  and  astronomy 
from   the  University   of  Michigan, 

It  was  apparent,  therefore,  that  Miss 
Strong's    naturally   acute    and    imaginative 


Miss  Strong  when  she  first  came  to   the 
college    in     1905, 

mind  had  been  thoroughly  furnished  unto 
every  good  work  expected  of  a  teacher. 
Her  students  readily  perceived  this  excel- 
lence in  her:  they  felt  the  stimulus  of  her 
wide  range  of  knowledge,  the  compelling 
quality  of  her  thorough  methods:  they 
respected  her  passionate  insistence  upon 
accuracy:  they  responded  to  her  infinite 
patience:  and,  above  all,  they  came  to 
understand  and  to  apply  logic  in  their 
reasoning.  This  habit  of  mind,  so  vigor- 
ously emphasized  and  upheld  with  such 
enthusiasm  when  the  going  was  hard, 
strengthened  the  mental  and  moral  fiber 
of  hundreds  of  students.  It  also  made 
possible  those  rare  moments  in  their  lives 
when  the  wonder  and  the  beauty  of  the 
mathematical  universe  flashed  upon  their 
sight.  Later  when  Miss  Strong  introduced 
courses  in  astronomy  and  had  a  telescope 
installed,  which  she  manipulated  with 
amazing  dexterity,  she  brought  to  her 
classes  enlarged  concepts  of  space,  of  intri- 
cate design,  and  of  titanic  power.  Last 
year  one  of  the  important  events  at  the 
College  was  her  scholarly  lecture.  "The 
Telescope:  A  Chapter  in  Modern  Science," 
But  there  was  another  side  to  Miss 
Strong's  interest,  the  delightfully  personal 
one.  She  had  a  deep  and  sympathetic  con- 
cern for  her  students,  and  they  can  tell 
of  some  friendly  act,  some  clear  advice  in 
a  moment  of  perplexity,  some  sharing  of 
joy,  some  flash  of  humor  that  played 
upon  a  period  of  dreary  routine.  Her 
notes  of  congratulation  or  appreciation  or 
comfort,  often  accompanied  by  flowers  or 
a  significant  gift,  arc  among  her  students' 
treasured  possessions.  For  many  years  she 
taught  a  voluntary  Bible  class  in  the 
Young  Women's  Christian  Association, 
These  many  expressions  of  her  helpful- 
ness the  members  of  the  faculty  shared 
with  the  students.  In  the  mathematics  de- 
partment she  regarded  herself  singularly 
blest  in  the  administrative  heads:  they,  in 
turn,  loved  her  for  her  unfailing  consider- 
ation and  relied  heavily  upon  her  sound 
judgment.  And  there  are  few  people  at 
the  college  who  have  not  at  one  time  or 
another  felt  the  beauty  and  the  strength 
of  her  kindness.  Nosegays  of  lovely 
flowers,  grown  she  is  always  quick  to  say 
by  her  sister  Miss  Daisy,  continually  ap- 
pear   in    the    offices    and    homes    of    new- 


comers and  old  friends  alike  in  the  col- 
lege  community. 

Aside  from  her  teaching  and  her  happy 
personal  associations  Miss  Strong  has 
served  on  many  important  college  com- 
mittees. From  1913  to  1927  she  was 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Advanced 
Standing,  This  work  in  the  1920's  was 
especially  useful  in  helping  old  graduates 
to  make  their  degrees  standard.  Since 
1937  she  has  been  chairman  of  the  Loan 
Committee,  In  1936  she  was  chairman 
of  the  committee  which  discovered  and 
recommended  Mr,  Lyle  as  librarian.  For 
seventeen  years  she  has  served  on  the 
Mendenhall  Scholarship  Committee,  At 
certain  periods  she  has  served  on  the  Cur- 
riculum Committee,  and  for  a  term  of 
four  years  she  was  one  of  the  representa- 
tives of  this  college  on  the  Consolidated 
University   Administrative   Council. 

Though  Miss  Strong  has  retired  from 
active  duties,  happily  she  has  not  with- 
drawn from  our  midst.  Her  home  near 
the  campus,  in  which  her  mother  and  sis- 
ters shared  with  her  a  concern  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  college,  and  in  which 
Miss  Daisy  still  lives,  will  continue  to  be 
the  focal  point  for  alumnae  and  faculty 
who  need  inspiration  and  advice  and 
courage.  And  to  the  campus  itself  Miss 
Strong  will  often  be  recalled  to  lend  the 
judgment  which  the  college  for  so  many 
years  has  formed  the  habit  of  seeking 
from  her.  Fortunate  are  we  to  have  still 
available  the  integrity,  the  insight,  and 
the  love  which  are  the  measure  of  her 
stature. 
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Burnsville  School  of 

Fine  Arts  Opened  July  5 

The  Burnsville  School  of  Fine  Arts 
and  the  Burnsville  Playhouse,  Inc.,  oper- 
ated by  the  Woman's  College  of  the  L^ni- 
versity  of  North  Carolina  and  the  town 
of  Burnsville,  opened  on  Monday,  July  5 
for  its  second  season  of  summer  dramatic 
productions. 

The  school  and  theatre,  directed  by  W. 
R.  Taylor,  head  of  the  drama  department 
of  the  Woman's  College,  ofl'ered  courses 
for  college  credit  as  well  as  practical  ex- 
perience in  the  production  of  plays,  Mr. 
Taylor  was  assisted  by  Hilmar  Sallee.  as- 
sociate professor  of  stage  design  at  the 
University  of  Miami,  Florida,  who  ofl^ered 
courses  in  Modern  Drama  and  Introduc- 
tion to  the  Dramatic  Arts,  and  Gordon 
Bennett,  technician  with  the  Carolina 
Play-Makers,  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina, who  taught  a  course  in  Play  Pro- 
duction, Such  Broadway  hits  as  "I  Re- 
member Mama,"  "Ladies  in  Retirement" 
and  "The  Great  Big  Doorstep,  "  and 
"Years  Ago,"   were  presented. 

Extension  courses  in  education  under 
the  direction  of  C,  W.  Phillips,  head  of 
the  extension  division  of  the  college,  were 
ofl^ered  by  the  Burnsville  school  for  four 
terms  of  two  weeks  each.  Teachers  unable 
to  attend  a  full  summer  school  session 
earned  two  hours  of  graduate  credit  in 
any  of  the  following  subjects:  public 
school  music,  art,  reading,  science,  curric- 
ulum, construction,  educational  guidance, 
and  religious  education  in  the  public 
school. 
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Miss  Caroline  Schoch 
Retires  as  Head  of 
Department  of  German 

Bv  Bernice  E.  Draper 
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In  the  midst  of  the  first  World  War, 
when  American  patriotism  expressed  it- 
self oddly  but  decisively  by  banning  the 
study  of  German  from  many  high  schools 
and  by  burning  German  text-books  and 
dictionaries  in  the  schools  in  which  that 
language  had  been  taught,  Dr.  Foust, 
President  of  the  then  State  Normal  and 
Industrial  College — Woman's  College  of 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  to  you 
— had  sufficient  faith  in  the  eventual  wis- 
dom and  sanity  of  the  people  of  North 
Carolina  to  bring  to  its  faculty,  in  rhe 
person  of  Miss  Caroline  P.  B.  Schoch.  a 
dynamic   teacher  of   German. 

Miss  Schoch  came  to  Greensboro  from 
the  Middle  West,  the  region  in  which  she 
was  born,  and  in  which  she  had  received 
all  of  her  training  except  for  her  years 
of  study  in  Germany,  doubtless  scarcely 
expecting  to  spend  the  remainder  of  her 
teaching  career  in  this  pleasant  place.  Hers 
has  been  the  experience  of  many  others 
of  the  faculty:  the  charm  of  the  students, 
the  College,  the  city,  and  the  state  cast  a 
spell  upon  her,  making  her  unwilling  ever 
to   leave. 

Generations  of  college  students  have 
come  and  gone  through  her  class-room, 
which  she  always  made  attractive  by  pic- 
tures, etchings,  and  maps — decorations 
appropriate  to  the  season.  Never  has  the 
student  found  German  to  be  dull,  un- 
challenging. — nor  easy.  She  has  found 
it  to  be  a  language  which  demanded  of 
her  the  best  efforts  of  which  she  was 
capable.  Her  teacher  has  never  been  satis- 
fied with  less.  The  intricacies  of  the  gram- 
mar, however,  were  only  part  of  the  pic- 
ture. Students  of  German  at  this  College 
for  the  past  thirty  years  have  learned  not 
only  the  language  and  literature,  but  have 
been  led  to  an  appreciation  of  the  whole 
culture  and  history  of  Germany  during 
an  era  when  such  appreciation  of  Ger- 
many's  contributions   to   western   civiliza- 


tion has  been  at  low  ebb.  Surely  a  teacher 
who  can  achieve  that  result  despite  the 
heritage  of  bitterness  toward  our  former 
enemy  in  two  searing  wars  has  not  only 
a  positive  gift,  but  also  real  vision  and 
inspiration. 

On  the  lighter  side,  who  will  forget 
the  joyous  singing  of  lieder  and  carols 
around  the  tiny  piano  in  the  class-room, 
the  Adventskranz,  and  the  Weihnachts- 
fest  with  its  songs,  poems,  and  stories, 
the  tree  glowing  with  real  wax  tapers, 
and  the  spicy,  delectable  German  cookies 
for  all?  If  you  have  ever  shared  the  de- 
light of  tea-time  or  a  supper  at  Miss 
Schoch's  apartment  you  can  never  forget 
the  experience.  In  her  rooms,  made  at- 
tractive and  interesting  by  the  many 
beautiful  things  she  has  brought  home 
from  her  numerous  trips  to  Germany  and 
other  European  countries,  the  guests  re- 
lax, enjoy  the  beauty  of  their  surround- 
ings, the  good  company,  and  the  good 
food,  "Gemutlich  "  is  the  German  word 
that  best  describes  it,  but  what  is  its  Eng- 
ish    equivalent? 

Miss  Schoch  retired  this  June,  but  we 
at  the  College  are  happy  to  know  that 
she  will  not  leave  us.  She  will  doubtless 
now  be  able  to  do  more  of  the  reading 
she  has  wanted  long  to  accomplish;  she 
will  continue  to  play  the  piano,  to  enter- 
tain her  friends  and  former  students,  to 
write  letters  and  send  packages  to  her 
many  friends  in  Europe,  to  attend  the 
concerts  and  lectures  at  the  College,  and 
to  greet  you  when  you  return  to  Alma 
Mater,  Don't  miss  seeing  her:  she  will  be 
looking   for  you.

Woman's  College  Library 
Receives  Art  Collection 


Mrs.  R.  B.  Rollinson  of  Henderson- 
ville,  N.  C  Virginia  and  New  Hamp- 
shire, has  presented  her  costume  collection 
of  prints  and  books  to  the  Library  of 
Woman's  College  and  the  Dramatic  Art 
Department  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina. 

According  to  Mr.  Charles  M.  Adams, 
college  librarian,  Mrs.  Rollinson's  col- 
lection will  be  exhibited  here  next  October 
as  a  part  of  the  annual  International 
Textiles   Exhibition. 

The  part  of  the  collection  presented  to 
the  Woman's  College  numbered  30  books 
and  over  1,200  mounted  plates  as  well 
as  a  number  of  monographs,  periodicals, 
and  miscellaneous  clippings  which  she  has 
gathered  after  years  of  study  and  collect- 
ing, Mrs.  Rollinson  studied  at  Columbia 
University  and  planned  to  teach  and 
lecture  on  art.  After  traveling  in  Europe 
visiting  museums  and  art  collections,  she 
realized  her  chief  interest  was  in  costumes. 

In  Paris  she  located  a  series  of  original 
designs  for  gowns  hand  drawn  and 
colored  during  the  early  part  of  the  19th 
century.  Besides  these  there  are  many 
colored  lithographed  and  engraved  plates 
showing  details  of  dress  making  for  the 
period.  The  Geyler  Collection  of  colored 
plates  illustrates  costumes  for  each  year 
of  the  19th  century.  Men's  dress  for  the 
period  are  harder  to  find  and  children's 
are  also  scarce.  Mrs.  Rollinson.  neverthe- 
less, collected  a  number  of  fine  prints  in 
these    subjects   also. 

One  series  of  over  200  plates  represent 
the  period  1 779- 1 829,  entitled  "Les 
Elegances  de  la  Toillette.  "  Another  group 
represents  military  costumes.  In  her  travels 
she  gathered  a  series  for  the  Netherlands, 
Czechoslovakia  and  Switzerland,  One 
little  volume  is  particularly  attractive  of 
the  Scottish  plaids  and  their  history.  The 
most  comprehensive  series  is  "The  Cos- 
tumes of  All  Nations  from  Earliest  Times 
to  the  Nineteenth  Century."  Mrs.  Rollin- 
son's interest  also  spread  to  furniture,  in- 
teriors, rugs  and  laces  for  which  she  has 
some    interesting   plates. 

The  books  themselves  have  many  il- 
lustrations and  are  a  mine  of  information 
on  the  history  of  costume  and  dress.  One 
quaint  little  volume  on  sewing  has  songs 
to  be  sung  while  the  students  learn  their 
stitches.  Monographs  such  as  "The  Psy- 
chology of  Clothing,"  "History  of  Amer- 
ican Dress  as  Affected  by  Political,  Social 
and  Economic  Conditions,"  and  "Out- 
line of  the  Periods  in  the  Study  of  His- 
toric Costume  and  Names  and  Dates  of 
Painters  "  represent  some  of  the  more 
serious    studies    in    the    collection. 

The  collection  is  regarded  as  a  splendid 
addition  to  the  resources  of  Woman's  Col- 
lege, which  is  interested  in  developing  its 
collection  on  costume  from  the  standpoint 
of  the  Home  Economics  Department's 
concern  with  teaching  design  and  textiles, 
and   in   the  fields  of  art   and   the  drama.

Miss  Hattie  S.  Parrott  Resigns  After  Fifty  Years 
of  Service  in  Public  Schools  of  North  Carolina 


Excerpts  trow  an  article  by  Clara  B. 
Byrd. 

Miss  Hattie  S,  Parrott,  class  of  '04, 
of  the  State  Department  of  Public  In- 
struction, known  far  and  near  for  her 
work  in  public  education,  July  1  of  this 
year  resigned  from  her  position  with 
the  State  Department  in  order  to  devote 
more  time  to  other  professional  work. 
One  of  her  new  responsibilities  is 
membership  on  the  UNESCO  Com- 
mittee of  the  International  Association 
for  Childhood  Education,  This  com- 
mittee is  planning  an  active  program  of 
expansion,  which  will  require  a  great 
deal  of  time  and  effort  on  the  part  of 
the    members. 

In  separating  from  the  field  of  educa- 
tion in  North  Carolina  (where  she  has 
served  for  half  a  century)  and  enter- 
ing upon  this  service  for  the  education 
of  children  the  world  over.  Miss  Par- 
rott will  continue  to  make  her  home 
in    Raleigh. 

Miss  Parrott  has  been  associated  with 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion for  thirty  years.  In  fact,  she  was 
one  of  the  first  three  women  in  the 
state  to  be  selected  to  serve  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  State  Board  of  E.\aminers 
and   Institute   Conductors, 

She  has  been  a  supervising  principal 
of  city  elementary  school,  has  served  as 
assistant      county      superintendent      of 


schools,  as  a  county  rural  school  super- 
visor, as  instructor  in  county  summer 
schools.  She  has  been  visiting  instruc- 
tor in  summer  schools  at  Duke  Univer- 
sity, the  University  of  North  Carolina, 
and  Western  Carolina  Teachers  College, 
and  invited  guest  instructor  at  George 
Peabody  College  and  the  State  College 
of  Pennsylvania.  She  has  also  been 
assistant  State  Supervisor  of  Rural 
Schools.  State  Supervisor  of  Teacher 
Training,  Associate  Director  of  the 
Division  of  Instructional  Service  of  the 
State  Department:  an  observer  of  educa- 
tional programs  in  Norway,  Sweden 
and    Denmark, 

She  has  worked  in  every  city  and 
county  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina, 
giving  aid  to  programs  which  related 
to  elementary  schools,  both  urban  and 
rural. 

She  is  also  a  member  of  professional 
organizations  and  groups,  any  number 
of    which    she    assisted    in    founding. 

Numerous  professional  honors  have 
come  to  Miss  Parrott  in  her  busy 
career,  but  none  which  she  says  she 
values  more  than  this  —  and  this 
"honor"  might  be  described  as  personal 
rather  than  professional:  she  was  chosen 
one  year  as  the  First  Citizen  of  Kinston. 
her  home  town,  by  the  Senior  Class  of 
the    Kinston    High    School.

She  spoke  of  the  Harriet 
Elliott  Social  Science  Forum  and  Arts  Fo- 
rum recently  held  at  the  college,  when  ex- 
perts in  various  fields  were  invited  to  criti- 
cize the  work  of  the  students  and  to  offer 
suggestions  for  improvement  in  creative 
writing,  dramatics,  dance,  and  other  forms 
of  art. 

Mrs.  Jester  also  explained  the  work  of 
the  alumnae  office  in  communicating  with 
the  26,000  alumnae.  She  stated  that  there 
have  been  20  meetings  of  alumnae  chap- 
ters in  the  past  year,  including  those  in 
Boston.

Alumna  Turns  Hobby  Into 
Profitable  Business 

Rebecca  Causey  '32  turned  her  hobby 
of  raising  orchids  into  a  profitable  busi- 
ness on  Parkland  Farm  near  Liberty.  She 
dates  her  interest  in  orchids  back  to  col- 
lege days  when  she  searched  wild  orchids 
in   Peabody   Park. 

For  several  years  she  satisfied  her  love 
of  orchids  by  seeking  them  in  their  native 
haunts  all  over  North  Carolina  from  the 
mountains  to  the  seashore,  gradually  ex- 
tending her  interest  to  transplanting  them 
in  her  own   flower  garden. 

She  sold  wild  flowers  of  all  kinds  from 
her  home  in  rural  Guilford  County  and 
as  the  war  made  corsage  business  profit- 
able, she  gave  up  wild  flowers  and  began 
trying  to  learn  more  about  raising  corsage 
orchids.  Realizing  that  Thomas  Young 
Nurseries,  the  largest  orchid  growers,  al- 
lowed no  visitors,  she  secured  a  position 
there  as  laboratory  technician,  caring  for 
and  planting  the  seeds.  From  the  knowl- 
edge   and    experience    gained    here    as    the 


only  women  ever  employed  by  Young 
Nurseries,  she  started  a  farm  of  her  own 
and  this  year  expects  to  market  2.000 
orchids,  the  result  of  planting  400.000 
seeds   seven    years   ago. 

"You  place  1.000  seed,  chosen  through 
selective  breeding,  in  a  bottle  with  an  agar 
solution  of  sea  weed  from  Japan  which 
is  mixed  with  sugar,  water  and  plant 
foods.  Both  seeds  and  solution  are  steri- 
lized. 

"From  those  1.000  seeds  only  about 
200  will  germinate.  Then  I  select  the  50 
most  healthly  plants  a  year  later  and  place 
them  in  community  pots.  At  that  stage 
they  are  about  the  size  of  the  head  of  a 
match   stick. 

"In  another  year  or  18  months  they 
go  into  single  pots  where  they  go  through 
three  or  four  more  transplantings  over 
four  or  five   years." 

"It's  difficult  to  imagine  how  closely 
the  orchid  resembles  the  human  being,  " 
Miss  Causey  continued.  "You  have  to 
feed  it  as  a  young  baby.  You  must  pro- 
tect  it    from    the   elements.    And   it   repro- 


duces upon  maturity  much  like  the  human 
species." 

The  iflower  grows  more  readily  in  its 
home  country  of  South  America,  where  it 
is  a  wild  tropical  plant.  It  climbs  up  trees 
and  grows  as  an  air  plant. 

"The  story  is  told  that  when  trees 
grew  tall  in  the  tropics.  "  she  explained, 
"the  plant  mounted  the  tree  in  search  of 
light,  where  it  could  get  food  and  mois- 
ture  from   the  air.  " 

Relating  the  problems  connected  with 
orchid  growing  she  says.  "With  continued 
study  and  application  of  new  methods  of 
cultivation,  I  hope  to  market  in  the  next 
few  years  an  orchid  that  will  be  more  than 
an   Easter   extravagance." 


Alumnae  Attend  Conven- 
tion of  Democrats 

Mrs.  Charles  W.  Tillett.  of  Charlotte, 
not  only  was  re-elected  vice  chairman  of 
the  Democratic  National  Committee  at 
the  recent  Democratic  Convention  in  Phil- 
adelphia, but  also  made  one  of  the  major 
convention  speeches. 

Mrs.  Tillett's  speech  was  widely 
heralded  by  the  press  as  she  reminded  her 
audience  that  "the  supreme  duty  of  our 
country  is  to  lead  the  world  to  lasting 
peace.  This  is  the  highest  concern  of  our 
times,"  she  said. 

Mrs.  Tillett  reminded  her  listeners  that 
the  United  Nations  Charter  was  not  a 
gadget  that  could  be  wound  up  and  left 
to  do  the  job  alone.  "Congress  must  sup- 
port it  as  well  as  the  President."  she  said. 
The  ideals  of  the  United  Nations  must 
be  translated  into  achievement  by  action. 
Action  that  is  bold,  gallant  and  unwav- 
ering."   she    concluded. 

Mrs.  M.  Boydston  Satterfield.  who  was 
Director  of  Research  for  the  Women's 
Division  of  the  Democratic  National  Con- 
vention in  1943-45,  was  invited  back 
as  a  "consultant  "  to  the  Women's  Divi- 
sion stafl^  planning  the  campaign  school 
at  the  Convention,  She  was  also  asked 
to  speak  on  registration  and  the  present 
effective  ways  of  carrying  it  out  through- 
out the  country.  Mrs.  Satterfield  urged 
the  party  workers  to  stress  registration 
as  a  civic  duty  and  to  enlist  the  aid  of 
all  clubs  and  organizations  in  trying  to 
get  every  potential  voter  registered — not 
just  every  Democratic  potential  voter. 
"We  never  have  anything  to  fear  if  we 
get  out  a  large  vote."  she  added.  "A 
large  vote  is  a  Democratic  vote,  a  Demo- 
cratic  victory.  "

were  much  impressed  with  the  television 
broacasts  and  still  amazed  at  their  own 
Frankenstein  eyebrows,  dark  powder  and 
brownish-purple  lipstick.
